WATER WORKS MATTER IS 0, K, 


In view of the fact that there has been considerable discussion thru the 


columns of the local newspapers and otherwise concerning the receipts and1 
disbursements of the waterworks system of this city, in which there was more 
or less criticism concerning those who have had the matter in charge, It may 
be interesting to the public to read the report of the railway commission, two 
members of which were here and checked up the hooks of the company. Their 
letter to Mayor Cohei* is as follows:

The a- 
mouiits-nl (is,020.65 being (he difference between the debit and credit sides in 
this .statement cannot be termed "Cash" nor described by any other single ac- 
counting term.

making good" and thai there was not 
the least chance in the world, for them 
to do .so, sis conditions exist at 
the 


present time. When a man lends mo- 
ney up in that country he sets 1 g pel- 
cent for the ri.sk he takes, and often 
Ibis is not enough to come out whole 
when tho losses are figured In. 


The farmer'? in many instances arc 


far removed from the railroad, so thai 
th.-Mr products at thr farm arc- worth 
only a part of what they would be nt 
the station or the market where thej 
will ho used. The water in most places 
IH so strongly impregnated with alkali 
that it IK Impossible to drink it, ond 
has to be hauled in by rail and taken 
to the farm by team. The water has 
not only, to be haukd lor a long d^s- 
tanco, bul it has to be paitl for beside. 
In some instances the farmers din 
sink holes on the lowest place on their 
land, and tbe water drains from \Jhe 
surface Into these boles and is used for' 
drinking 
This is considered pretty 


good water by tho propto who have 
got used to it, luit to a man just ar- 
rived is not very palatable. 


The banks up in that country ac- 


cept deposits but they do not lend fin> 
money. «o that it doe.Tnot matter wha't 
kind of security ,a farmer has in the 
way ot land ancl growing crops, ho can 
not secure any money to help him over 
his harvest or threshing, a thing thai 
is/often-absolutely'necessary in a new 
country. 
This condition of affairs 


often works great injury in the man 
who is struggling- to get on his feot in 
that country and means I he difference 
between success and failure. , 


.Mr. Vanatta was-of the opinion that 


iit would never be, possible to do much 
'in the. cattle, raising line there, owing 
to the'.extremely; long winters and, the 
excess!vely cold during the winter sea- 
son. - He stated'.that there, were a.bout 
six-'months when it was necessary, to 
feed cattle, and that as yet ensilage 
corn,.had not been raised successfully 
there, He-had no "doubt that,in time it 
would-he poslble. to farm that coun- 
try to advantage, but at the present 
time with the undeveloped state of the 
country it .looked'like a. hopeless task. 
He told of one man who went there 
and started in farming: with a "section 
of land. .all. clear ' of debt. 
The first 


year he ran .behind a little and had to 
mortgage his land. 
The next season 


the performance was repeated and it 
was necessary to put on a bigger mort- 
gage. The result-was that after this 
had happened for a number of "years 
and each season saw him just'a little 
further in" the hole, he threw it up in 
disgust and went back to the -states 
where he had been able to makei a-1 it- 
tic something over his expenditures 
every year.-'".. 


Mr, "Van at la. stated that many Indi- 


ana people had' been lured to .the Ca- 
nadian Northwest by the agents of the 
'government .who .had circulated thru 
that: part of the. country', and painted 
the' advantages of that country in 
glowing terms. 
These people were 


generally worse off-than those who had 
gone there from Wisconsin as the Wis- 
consin people''were, used to thf cold 
•weather and long winters of this state, 
while ..'the .Hoosiers worn, entirely new 
to it and. in many instances became 
disgusted with the country after one 
season's experience.

Tni!.. 


spent several Tlays in this eity and vi- 
cinity l;ist wc-ek looking after some bu- 
siness mailers. 
Mr. Vanatta had ;v- 


cently- returned from the Saskatche- 
wan country where he had been to col- 
lect some money on' mortgages that 
had been lent to the farmers there by 
his company.-- 
He was there for sev- 


eral weeks and according to-the ob- 
servations he made, was not very fav- 
orably impressed with that part of the 
country from a business point of view. 


Mr. Vanatta is interested in farming 


himself down in Indiana, and is quite- 
conversant with what a farm ought to 
produce, and what it generally dovs 
produce in dollars and cents down in 
his country. 
He stated that it WM.S his 


general observation that the farmer* 
in 
the Canadian country were 
not 


making good, and that there, was not 
the least chance in the world for Iheiri 
to do so, as conditions exist al the 
present time. When a man lemis mo- 
ney u p - i n ' t h a t country he gets 12 i>er 
cent for the risk he takes, and often 
this is not enough to come out whole 
when ihe rbsses arc- figured in. 


The farmers in. many instances .in- 


far removed frnm the railroad, so thai, 
their products at the- farm are wort], 
only a part of what they would be ;.it 
the station or the market where Ihe.v 
will be used. The water in most places 
is so strongly impregnated with alkali 
.that it is impossible to drink ft. nnd 
has to be'hauled in by rail and taken 
to the farm by team. 
The v.-ater hn« 


not only- to be hauled for a long d;s- 
tance. but it has to be paicl for beside. 
In some instancies the farmers dig 
sink holes on the lowest place- on their 
land, and- the water drains from \jhe- 
surface into these holes and is used for" 
drinking. 
This is considered pretty 


good water by ihe people who hnve 
got used to it. but to a. man just, ar- 
rived is not very palatable. 


The banks up in that country ae- 


cept deposits but they do not lend :ioy 
money, so that it doefrnot matter wha't 
kind of security .a farmer., has in the 
way of land and growing crops, he can 
hot secure any money to help him over 
his harvest or threshing, a thing that, 
is often absolutely necessary in a new 
country. 
This condition 
of 
affairs 


often works great injury to the man 
who is struggling to get on his feet in 
that country and means the difference 
between success and failure. 


Mr. Vanatta. was of the opinion that 


it would never be possible to do much 
in the cattle raising line there, owing

mortgage his land. 
The next season 


the performance was repeated and it. 
was necessary to put on a bigger mort- 
gage. 
The result was that after this 


had happened for a number of years 
and each season saw him just :i little 
further in the hole, he threw it up in 
disgust and went back to the states 
where he had been able to make a lit- 
tle something over his expenditures 
every year. 


^Ir. Vanatta stated that many Indi- 


ana people had been lured to the Ca- 
nadian Northwest by the agents of the 
government who had circulated thru 
that part of the country and painted 
the advantages 
of that country in 


glowing terms. 
These people were 


generally worse off-than those who had 
gone there from Wisconsin as the Wis- 
consin people were used to the cold 
weather and long winters of this state, 
while the Hoosiers were entirely new 
to it and in many instances been me 
disgusted with the country after one 
season's experience. He did not think 
it was a good country to locate in. <o 
live in. nor to invest money in. and 
from the trend of hisi remarks, would 
be gln.d if his company could get their 
principal back, donating 'the interest 
to the settlers 


The pictures painted by these vis- 


itors to this new country is in marked 
contrast to the actual experience of 
settlers who have come to Wisconsin 
in years gone by, nnd who now, in 
many instances are selling their farm.", 
moving to the city and living from the 
interest that their money produces. 
They encountered oold weather and 
hard winters here, and they work- 
ed early and late but they always h:id 
before them the assurance of success, 
and there was always a method by 
which they, could make enough monej; 
to support themselves and family in 
case the farm did not produce quite 
as much as they had figured on. Many 
of them- came here without money or 
experience, and yet every year they 
paid off a part of the mortgage and 
got a little nearer to 
the 
goal 
for 


which they were striving 
There is a 


vast difference between running be- 
hind a little each year and that of be- 
ing able to 7>ay off a little of the mort- 
gage as each season rolls around. Up 
in that country there is just one thing 
to depend on, and that is the crop pro- 
duced by the land, and if this .fails, 
the settler, especially if he is a new 
man, is'up against it.

hear of concessions to foreign 


capital In Latin-America," continued 
the president 
"That concessionp are 


not granted in the United States, that 
when capital comes it comes invited

is not privileged 
The Latin- 


American states have had harder bar- 
gams driven with them than any other 
people in the world." 


"America is a synoym for individual 


liberty," he declared 
"bo not think 


that the questions of the 
day are 


mere questions of expediency. We will 
never condone inequality because it 4s 
convenient to do so."

15 KILLED IN FIGHT AT MINES 


1,000 Troops to Enforce Martial Law 


at Trinidad, Colo.—Battle Rages 


in Snowstorm. 


Denver, Colo., Oct. 30.—One thou- 


sand militiamen were rushed to Trini- 
dad on Tuesday, after 15 mine guards 
had been killed in battle, when 1,200 
miners trapped guards in a 
canyon 


and attacked three coal camps.

life fund plan^to be tried in America, 
was passed in 1911.

;iven the commissioner of insurance

Existing -governmental 
machinery 


has been used In tho administration 
of the law without the creation of new 
offices. 
Applications are received by 


clerks of cities, towns, villages; by of- 
ficials of banks which receive state de- 
posits and by state factory inspectors. 
No .paid agents as such are employed 
and the large agency 
commissions, 


which constitute 40 per cent, of the ex- 
penses of old line companies, Is elim- 
nated at one stroke. Rates are based 
upon the American experience table, 
used by the old line companies, but 
the plan has been worked out to meet 
:he conditions of all glasses and prem- 
urn payments may be made at any 
time—weekly, monthly, semi-annually 
or annually. 


The policies granted resemble those 


granted by the old line companies. 
Many of the technical provisions are 
acking, however. The 
policyholder 


may borrow to the full r.vtent of his 
reserve and there is k, 
forfeiture.

The rates for 
nsurance in the life fund are lower 
than those of the old line companies.

3kern, who urged the passage of the 
aw and who is now at the helm in 
the management of the fund. 
"To 


benefit the policyholders Is the only 
consideration. Of the total expense of 
old line companies more than one-half 
a commissions and salaries to agents.

Rates are based upon the American 
mortality tables used by the old. line 
companies, but the records show that 
the death loss computations in the 
tables are too high by 40 per cent.

TJaker, 'Kohlsaat and Seaman on the 
•bench. 
Opening statement of the case for 


•tho defense was made by Attorney 
Elijah N. Zollne. He will be aided 
In tho technical end cf the legal fight 
for the liberty of the men by Chester 
H. Krum. 
" 
"I appear on behalf or SO persons 


affiliated-with tho International Bridge 
and Structural Iron Workers, who 
-wero indicted on charges of 'conspir- 
acy,' find on charges of Illegal carriage 


• of dynamite* on passenger trains, and 
-who wero found guilty on both indict- 
ments," said Attorney Zollne. 


"The points I hope to argue 
are 


T>ased largely on tho fiction of the low- 
er court bn our motions to quash the 
indictments, and, secondly, 
on. 
the 


double punishments on charges of both 
aiding abetting, and further on charges 
of conspiracy, on which the men wore 
-convicted. 
They thereby

tences twice as long as they should 
linve received. 
"'The Government has charged the

but Is at present out on a $70,000 bond

issue.of the first policies in the "Wis 
consin Life Fund." The first policy 
was given to .Charles A. Ingram, ot 
Durand. Wis.; a former speaker of/the 
house. .Many of the more prominent 
citizens of tie state are found among 
the .policyholders as well as the indus- 
. trial classes. Upwards of thirty differ- 
ent occupations -were, represented in 
the policyholders granted insurance 
Ten per cent, of the number are wo 
irien. Only citizens of Wisconsin aro 
allowed to participate in the.fund. Of 
the policies issued to nr'-'es, the av- 
erage age is twenty-nine years; height 
five feet and nine inches; weight 153 
pounds; chest measure, 35.8 inches, 
and waist measure, 31.8 inches. 
The law creating this,-the first state 


life fund plan to be tried in America, 
was passed in" 1911. Two years were 
given the commissioner of insurance 
to prepare forms, and mortality tables. 


Existing 'governmental 
machinery 


has been used in: the administration 
of the law without the creation of new 
offices. .Applications are received by 
clerks of cities, towns, villages; by of- 
ficials of banks which receive state de 
posits and by state factory inspectors. 
No ,paid agents as such are employed 
and the, large agency 
commissions, 


which constitute 40 per cent, of the ex 
penses of old line companies. Is elim- 
inated at one. stroke. Rates are based 
upon the American experience table, 
used by the old line companies, but 
the plan has been worked out to meet 
the conditions of all glasses and prem-. 
ium payments may be made at any 
time—weekly, monthly, semi-annually 
or annually.. 


The policies granted resemble those 


granted by the old line companies. 
Many of the technical provisions are 
lacking, however. 
The 
policyholder 


may borrow to the full r.rtent of his 
reserve .and there is i,. 
forfeiture. 


Seven different kinds ot policies are 
issued but.the twenty-payment life has 
proved tlje more popular. Other kinds 
of policies issued are: ordinary life, 
twenty-year endowment, ten-year en- 
downment, endowment at 
age sixty- 


five, ten-year term and term to age 
sixty-fiva 


No policy is issued for a larger 


amount than ?1,000 until there are 1,- 
000 policyholders. A maximum of $3,- 
000 is all that the state will ever In- 
sure on one life. The reserve is in- 
vested by the state treasurer in Wis- 
consin farm mortgages. The rates for 
insurance in the life fund are lower 
than those of the old line companies. 


'The purpose of the state life fund 


is to give the people of the state the 
benefit of the best old line insurance 
at the lowest possible cost," said In- 
surance Commissioner 
Herman L. 


Ekern, who urged the passage of the 
law and who is now at the helm in 
the management of the fund. 
"To 


benefit the policyholders is the only 
consideration. Of the total expense of 
old line companies more than one-half 
is commissions and salaries.to agents. 
Under the state life plan the policy- 
holders are saved thit great expense. 
Rates are based upon the American 
mortality tables used by the old. line 
companies, but the records show that 
the death loss computations in the 
tables are too high by 40 per cent. 
This difference will result in further 
dividends and savings to the state 
policyholders." 


When it was announced that appli- 


cations would be received, numerous 
inquiries came from other states— 
Massachusetts, New Hampshire, Tex- 
as, California and even France and 
Germany. Equal interest has 
been 


shown by insurance agents anxious to 
sell state life insurance. Students of 
the University of Wisconsin, class of 
1913, taok^out 100 policies making an 
assignment of them to the loan fund 
to be used to support needy students.

HOSEN for his position, his 
taciturnity and his discre- 
tion, Lord Claude occupied 
the post of secretary 
to 


what might fairly be call- 
ed the most exalted club 
in Europe. A young man, 
barely turned thirty, after 
a brilliant career at Ox- 
ford, he had declined the 


honors that might legitimately have 
been his, and had 
chosen 
instead 


to 
wander 
from 
court 
to 
court 


among 
the 
highways of Europe. 


Wherever he went he made friends. 
He was one of those silent Treshama 
who have played and still play BO large 
a part behind the noisy politicians in 
whose control the destinies of Europe 
are supposed to He. At present, how- 
ever, he was engaged 
in 
a wider 


^sphere of operations than the field of 
English politics allowed. He was sec- 
retary to what was nicknamed among 
Its exalted members the "Black Cab- 
inet"—more familiarly, the "Blacks." 


Rumor ascribed to the aged em- 


peror of Austria, Franz Joseph, the 
formulation of this unique conception 
of a club of reigning monarchs. Cer- 
tainly the proposition, whoever had 
propounded it, was taken up with alac- 
rity. 
In these days of 
democracy 


kings must preserve the dignities of 
their ordrr, even if it necessitates the 
formation of a royal 
trades 
union. 


What more fitting, then, than that the 
club should be inaugurated in Paris, 
where kings and emperors love 
to 


spend their holidays, far from 
the 


cares of state and pomp of power9 


Wodt of the ruling sovereigns, and 


not a few prospective or deposed ones, 
were members of the club, but not all 
were of the first order. The "Blacks," 
in fact, comprised a limited number 
of the graver rulers, who were pledged 
to diverse things, but mainly to stand 
by one another and 
discountenance 


the spread of republican doctrines, to 
preserve the peace of Europe, and to 
act together !n case that pence were 
menaced by the an'bitlons 
of 
the 


smaller, restlei.? kingi. The club was, 
theoretically, always in session, though 
It had no fixed meeting place. Lord 
•Claude Tresham was traveling secre- 
tary, and carried the minutes of the 
meetings under his hat. The leaders 
of the "Blacks" were: 
Franz Joseph 


of Aubtrla. Gustav of Sweden, George 
of England. Victor of Italy, George of 
Greece. Charles of Roumania and Haa-( 
Iton of Norway. "Outside" members, 
who were looked on with a certain 
suspicion, on account of their spirit 
of adventure and recklessness, though 
they were nominally of the club, were 
the c?ar. the kaiser and Ferdinand of 
Bulgaria

"Reds" were not members, but it was 
understood 
that 
they, too, 
were 


pledged to support each other in their 
various schemes. They comprised Al- 
fonso of Spam, ex-King 
Manuel of 


Portugal, Peter of Servia, Nicholas of 
Montenegro and a number of leading 
statesmen, pledged in the main to 
overthrow democracy and the consti- 
tutional monarchies and 10 revive the 
spirit of absolutism in Europe. Bt,t 
for their support of Polish ambitions 
they might have numbered the waver- 
ing Czar Nicholas among their mem- 
bers. They were represented in west- 
ern Europe by Jean Rosny of Paris, 
and it was to him that Paul 
Lane, 


American millionaire and would-be ad- 
venturer of fortune, made his reports. 


The successful Issue of his Moroc- 


can mission had given Paul the hope 
that admission to the secret councils 
of the "Reds" might be his, that the 
mysterious woman whose urging had 
Induced him to devote himself and his 
fortunes to the League of Lost Causes 
"would again be seen by him, would re- 
Teal her identity and let him plead his 


, 
love. That she was in 
high 
rank 


among the ancient families 
of Eu- 


rope he was aware, that she scorned 
him as a mere moneyed American he 
suspected. 
But the memory of her 


burned in his heart like an inextin- 
guishable fire, and the impossibility 
of even gaining audience with her em- 
bittered him.

to eat soft foods. "Biting is becoming 
a lost art," pays this British doctor, 


"Tho surest way to save your, teeth 
from extinction' is to bito hard sub- 
stnnces. Growing young people ot to- 
day should bo given a diet of hard bis- 
cuits and chop bones." Ho points out 
that tho jaAys of today are narrower 
than those of ow ancestors—-and this 
applies to America as wellas to .Brit- 
ain—and that unless some changes are 
made in our mode; of life evolution-will 
breed a race' that will be practically 
toothless, He gives as the reason for 
tho narrowing of the jaws and ,-that

Almost seventy 
l years, ago the hamlet 


of St. John was\ founded by a man named 
Hetlinger and a'few of his -followers; 
The site chosen was -a commanding one 
on the bluff overlooking the lake and 
one-half mile east of the 'point where the north- 
western depot' at the Village of Highwood ,now :; 
stands. ' Tbe great clay bank with the stretch of; 
sand beach wMch shelves away to the water's edge \ 
at its foot looks as if it were strong enough and 
far enough removed from the breakers to be safe 
against the angviest northeaster that ever 
blew." 


The men who built their houses upon the plain 
surmounting the embankment thought their foun- 
dations were as sure as though founded on the'-.-' 
traditional 
rock. 
They did take the, precaution, 


however, to limit their building operations on the 
east by a line drawn fifty yards from the edge of 
tho,bluff. That line has long since been buried in.;': 
the sand under tbe waves, and with, it are 
the";, 


houses and the shops of the early settlers, 


In the year 1845 the Village of St. Johnvwas the 


rival of' Waukegan, , which was then called Little 
Port, 
Both were prosperous and 'both were ; grow- 


ing; Highwood tradition hath,.it-that people -pass- 
Ing through the two places from Chicago .declared 
that~St John showed the ear marks ,of success: and 
that 'it, was 'destined to be a big city. Other- people 
beside the Chicagoans thought so, top,.-and'-they. 
flocked to the place and built substantial houses 
and shops. The two upple trees which alone re- 
main of all that pertained to' the, Village: ?o£ St.. 
John • grew, in- »he 'yard of Sebastian;. Bichards, 
-whose, house was farther/removed 
from > the 


.lake, than ,anyother in the village.'1 The.-apple 
trees were:back of the residence. Not long ago 
the foundation of bricks, which was: all •• that 
was left ^of Richard's dwelling,' slid down the 
bluff into "the lake during the height of a'-win- 
ter storm. The roots of one of the apple trees 
'are even jiow extending Into the.air through the. 
side of the embankment. One good strong push 
would send It hurtling to the beach 100 feet 
below.

Among the names of the builders of St:-John 


in addition to those of Hettinger and> Sebastian 
Richards; the .only 'ones that ..the oldest High- 
wood' - inhabitants can remember, 
are, Frank 


Mitch, Peter Baker and George .Shepard. Mitch 
.was a shoemaker and it is sai<J that,he is still 
following the trade in a town in; the; far .north. 
As far as is known he is the only survivor.of 
the men." who founded the Village .of St" John; 
In the year 1847 there were several stores, a 
blacksmith shop, a tavern and a postbfflce in the 
Village-of St. John, which then held a popula- 
tion of about 200 people. In that .day.there was 
a stage coach line between Chicago and. Mil- 
waukee. 
The'tavern at St', John ..'.was-'a relay 


station for tho stage. 
Henry Mowers, who re- 


members the village in its latter days, -says 
that the tavern was noted for its table, and Its 
liquor, and that people .frequently took the stage 
journey from ChicagQ for the sole purpose of 
getting a good dinner and n good glass. 


It was, a man who Intended becoming a resi- 


dent of. St. JolMi that afterward founded the 
Village of Half Day. .He had looked over the 
lakeside .village, and then had declared that he 
would establish one that would last longer and 
had more people in it. The automobilists who 
every Sunday pass through Half -Day on their 
runs to Waukegan and return may look on the 
half-dozen 'house's there assembled, and know 
that the man who turned his back" on, St. John 
h a s kept his word.*

When1 the Chicago.and Milwaukee railroad was 


built tbe surveyed, line ra"n one-half mile 'west- 
of the* Village'of St. John. 
An-adequate idea 


of the importance of a place of which now bare- 
ly ;a vestige- remains may .be'.had-,when it is 
known that the railroad authorities built a spur 
line .running to the south edge of the town. 
Some of the practical residents of the place had 
discovered. that an excellent quality of brick 
could be made from tbe clay which .was found 
in a pit a short distance south of the blacksmith 
shop. As a matter of fact, the presence of this 
brickyard was one of the chief reason's that the 
branch line of the 'railroad was built. 
When 


Uncle Sam accepted from the Commercial Club 
of Chicago the land to the .north of the city as 
a military reservation the soldiers' drew hun- 
dreds of cartloads of both good brick and. broken 
brick from the site of tho: old brickyard and 
used the material for temporary road-making 
and for the filling in of swamp .spots. The fore- 
thought of the St. John people in leaving be- 
hind them specimens of their handiwork saved 
the United States government a great, many 
dollars.

It is possible to trace today with no difficulty 


at all the embankment upon which the branch 
line of the railroad ran to the brickyard and to 
tbe now lost Village of St. John, 
In size and 


outline it looks like a military redoubt, .and it 
would.perfectly answer the purpose of one. The 
embankment -was leveled at. Its western end 
when stores were erected in the Village of High- 
wood. It starts now from a point almost direct- 
ly back of the little Methodist church, and runs 
eastward,., breien only by roads which have been 
dug through it.

"' It was less than ten y^ars after the founding 
of St. John that the people awakened to a possi- 
ble danger to their bomes by the encroachment 
of the waves o* the lake.; It Is true/that they 


saw year by year that the 
face of the bluff was being 
gradually 
worn 
away, but 


the erosion was so slow that 
they gave little heed. 
One 


night In tho winter of 18G2 
a storm whipped up out, of 
the northeast. It was forty- 
eight hours before It had 
fully spent its force. Be- 
fore its assaults, the bluff 
gave way, tons upon tons of 
the hard clay breaking off in 
great pieces and falling to 
the beach.

John, Mowers took a spade and walked up the 
lake shore until he came to tho point where 
a Jargo part of the site of St. John had disap- 
peared beneath the waves. 
Mowers' trip was 


taken up at sunrise, a time when he was .not 
likely to be Interrupted in his work. He began a 
series of mysterious diggings just at the base of 
the mud cliff. 
He ^worked for two hours and 


then quit. He returned to his task every morn- 
Ing for a week, making several new excavations 
a foot or two in depth each time. One morning 
the spade struck something hard, and in a min- 
ute Mowers had unearthed an Ingot of pure cop- 
per weighing eighteen pounds, This was worth

reserved.

first come will be first served.

WILL KlEC* COUNTY BOARD 


OF EDUCATION IN SPRING. 


The lafct legialature enactrd several 


new laws concerning public schools 
in Wisconsin, the most important of | 
which provides for a County Board 
of Education. 
A synopsis 
of 
the 


provisions of Chapter 751, Laws 
of 


1913, is here given: • 


This board is to consist of five 


persons elected by the people of the 
county for terms of five years. The 
first election to be held at the regu- 
ar spring election in 1914. Among 
he powers and duties of this board 
are the following: 


1. They may appoint 
assistants 


o the superintendent, the 
number 


depending 
upon 
the number 
of 


schools in the county. 


t. They may appoint a clerk, for 


the county superintendent, fix hia sal- 
ary and define his powers and duties. 


Z. They have full power and au- 


thority to form, organize, alter or con- 
solidate school districts. 


4. They may appoint a board of 


examiners for the common school di- 
plomas. 


i. Each member shall devote not 


less than two days in each year to 
visiting and inspecting rural schools. 
But' no member shall receive a per 
diern for more than five days. 


0. The county board of education 


shall on or before August 15 make 
and transmit to the state superinten- 
dent an annual report. 


7. They shall fix the salary of the 


county superintended, which shall," 
not be less than $1,000, 


8. They shall audit and allow the 


expenses of the county superintendent 
and his assistants. 


9. They shall determine annually 


the amount of money necessary to 
carry out the provisions of this act. 
Such amount shall be levied In the 
county tax and set aside by 
the 


county treasurer In a separate fund. 


] 0. The county board of educa- 


tion shall file with the county board 
of supervisors an Itemized statement 
if the receipts and disbursements of 
all funds coming under Its jurisdic- 
tion. 


Annual state aid of J500.00 is pro- 


vided by this statute for each coun- 
ty board of education, providing cer- 
tain requirements are fulfilled. 
The 


county superintendent will be elect- 
ed by the people In the same manner 
as heretofore.

Tnited States in two months just short 
of $50,000,000 of gold. That Is more 
than half of all the yellow metal which 
this country will mine during the cur- 
rent year.

know that this means a real shipment 
of gold either In coin or bars, and not 
a mere transfer of credit.

gold. The world is now producing 
each year more gold than all the world 
produced to the time that mill race 
digger in California back in the forties 
struck his pick into the glittering 
metal. 


But there Is one thing that 
this 


enormous and ever increasing supply 
of gold does not enhance in value. A 
bond. 
A bond redeemable in a cer- 


tain day, say 30 years hence, inevita- 
bly becomes less valuable as 
gold 


grows less valuable. It is curious that 
whereas once the fact that a bond 
would have to be paid off in gold or 
a fixed day made it "good as gold," 
now the irrestible stream of 
this 


metal coming from the mines tends to 
cheapen the bond because its equiva- 
lent in gold dollars is cheapened. 


But plentiful as gold is it is still not 


a drug on the market. 
The scramble 


for it is bound to continue for some 
time to come and to engross the atten- 
tion of pretty much everybody.—Phil 
adelphia Ledger.

The state of Wisconsin hag Issued 


he first life Insurance policies under 
the kew state plan. They are the first 
of the kind in America, Ex-Spe£ilser 
Varies A. Ingram. Durand, who In- 


troduced the bill In the lim session to 
create state insurance received the 
first policy. The second went to I. L. 
Johnson,- assemblyman 
from Door 


-ounty.

Policies can he issued only to re- 


sidents of Wisconsin. More than 10 
per cent, of the first policy holders 


i. re women. 


So far no policy for 
more 
than 


$1,000 has been issued. When there 
are 1,000 policy holders in the fund, 
he maximum will be $2,000, and when 
the number reaches 2.000 the amount 
may be increased to $3,000, which is 
the maximum amount under the pres- 
nl law. 


While these policies Uire supposed 


to be backed by the state treasury, 
they are not. They carry a provision 
that the amount of the policies will be 
paid provided there is enough in the 
state life fund—that is, in the fund 
secured by the premium receipts—to 
pay them. 
If the premium receipts 


have not sufficient^! pay the losses, 
when they occur, they cannot be paid. 
The rales charged by the state are, as 
a rule, higher than those charged by 
other Wisconsin life Insurance com- 
panies.

f.ast week, "Colds" an dtheir treat- 
ment and prevention were discussed 
in this column.

ear apparatus is connected with the 
nose by an air passage, which pass- 
age is called the Eustachian Tube. 
The purpose of this connection is to 
keep an even pressure upon both sides 
of ihe'ear drum. 


Kvoryone has probably been con- 


scious of more or less temporary deaf- 
ness after, vigorous blowing of the 
nose, particularly When the nostrils 
,re "stuffed 
up." 
This temporary 


eafness is due to plugging of the Bu- 
tachian Tube at its point of opening 
nto the nasal passages with temporary 
alooning of the ear drum. 
A rubber band will lose its elastic- 


ty if repeatedly stretched beyond its 
.ormal limits. Just so will the ear 
Irum. The ear drum which loses its 
lasticity will obviously lie incapable 
f those fine, small vibrations upon 
vhich hearing is dependent. In blow- 
ng the nose, one should he exceeding- 
v careful to avoid closing the nostrils 
nd particularly to avoid the explosive 
nethod that one accasionally sees and 


i ears.

wood duck and woodcock should be 
given a flve year closed season. The 
prairie chicken also needs a five year 
rest from the ruthless gunner. 


The wood duck is the most beauti- 


ful bird of this or any other continent, 
outside possibly of the mandarin duck 
of China. Thefe never was or ought 
to be a time when it is right to kill this 
most beautiful of nature's gifts for the 
sole purpose of eating it. This bird 
has a right to live, If any bird has a 
right to live because of its beauty, in 
order to beautify our woods and wa- 
ters and make outdoor life more in- 
teresting. 
I appeal to the aesthetic 


sense of sensible 
Americans 
every- 


where in behalf of this bird. From 
this time henceforth barbarians and 
game hogs can find in their stomachs 
a desire of slaughter of this bird in 
order to strip off its plumes and eat it. 
Any man who can kill a wood duck 
for food can not be trusted to refrain 
from destroying Murillo's "Imaculate 
Conception" in order to boil his po- 
tatoes with its frame for fuel. 
The 


slaughter of the wood duck in order to 
fill the flesh pots of Mr. Chim and his 
little Chims is too, gross and brutal 
to be tolerated in a civilized country. 


The woodcock has been hunted un- 


til it has been nearly exterminated. 
No less an authority that the United 
States department of agriculture has 
served a warning that this bird is 
nearly exterminated. 
One of the gam- 


iest-birds that ever decorated a cov- 
ert and eagerly sought after by gun- 
ners needs at least a five year rest to 
save it from absolute extermination. 
It feeds on worms and other insects 
which it digs from the ground by the 
use of its long bill, and thus is of much 
value to agriculture. 


_ Continued shooting of the pinnated 
grouse means its final extermination. 
It may be true that in some counties 
where they are protected they may 
have increased, but the great numbers 
that decorated the state in 1865 are 
gone. Any person who doubts the ex- 
termination of the prairie chicken is 
certainly ignorant of the history of the 
extinction of the eastern prairie chick- 
en.

BLOW the bluffs which 
skirt the shore of Fort 
Sheridan military reser- 
vation the -waves of Lake 
Michigan wash over the 
site of a lost 
town. 


When the winds of a few 
more storms shall have 
blown to the beach two 
apple trees which have 
but a frail footing at the 


embankment's edge the last reminders of 
a once thriving and populous place will 
have been swept away. 


Almost seventy years ago the hamlet 


of St. John was founded by a man named 
Hetlinger and a few of hie followers 
The site chosen waa a commanding one 
>n the bluff overlooking the 
lake 
and 


ne-half mile east of the point where the north- 
restera depot at the Village of Hlgbwood (now 
tands. The great clay bank with the stretch of 
sand beach which shelves away to the water's edge 
.t its foot looks as if it were strong enough and 
!ar enough removed from the breakers to be safe 
igainst the angriest northeaster that ever blew. 
he men who built their houses upon the plain 
iurmountlng the embankment thought their foun- 
lations were as sure as though founded on the 
raditional rock. 
They did take the precaution, 


however, to limit their building operations on the 


;ast by » line drawn fifty yards from the edge of 
:he bluff. That line has long since been buried in 
:he sand under the waves, and with It are the 
houses and the shops of the early -settlers 


In the year 1845 the Village of St. John was the 


•ival of Waukegan, which was then called Little 
'ort. 
Both were prosperous and both were grow- 


ng 
Highwood tradition hath it that people pass- 


ng through the two places fiom Chicago declared 
:hat St. John showed the ear marks of success and 
hat It was destined to be a big city. Other people 
beside the Chicagoans thought so, too, and they 
flocked to the place and built substantial houses 
and shops. The two apple trees which alone re- 
main of all that pertained to the Village of St. 
John grew in toe yard of Sebastian Richards, 
whose house was farther removed from

ake than any other in the village

trees were back of the residence

It Is said that two men were once 


liquor, and that people frequently took the stage 
journey from Chicago for the sole purpose of 
getting a good dinner and a good glass.

Village of Half Day 
He had looked over the 


lakeside village, and then had declared that he 
would establish one that would last longer and 
had more people in it. 
The automobllists who 


every Sunday pass through Half Day ou their 
runs to Waukegan and return may look on the 
half-dozen houses there assembled, and know 
that the man who turned his back on St John 
has kept his word. 


When the Chicago and Milwaukee railroad was 


built the surveyed line rtfn one-half mile west 
of the Village of St. John. An adequate idea 
of the importance of a place of which now bare- 
ly a vestige remains may be had when it Is 
known that the railroad authorities built a spur 
line running to the south edge of the town. 
Some of the practical residents of the place had 
discovered that an excellent quality of brick 
could be made from the clay which was found 
in a pit a short distance south of the blacksmith 
shop. As a matter of tact, the presence of this 
brickyard was one of the chief reasons that the 
branch line of the railroad was built. 
When 


Uncle Sam accepted from the Commercial Club 
of Chicago the land to the north of the city as 
a military reservation the soldiers drew hun- 
dreds of cartloads of both good brick and broken 
brick from the site of the old brickyard and 
used the material for temporary road-making 
and for the filling In of swamp spots. The fore- 
thought of the St. John people In leaving be- 
hind them specimens of their handiwork saved 
the United States government a great many 
dollars. 


It is possible to trace today with no difficulty 


at all the embankment upon which the branch 
line of the railroad ran to the brickyard and to 
the now lost Village of St. John. 
In size and 


outline it looks like a military redoubt, and it 
would perfectly answer the purpose of one. The 
embankment was leveled »t Its western end 
when stores were erected in the Village of High- 
wood 
It starts now from a point almost direct- 


ly back of the little Methodist church, and runs 
eastward, broken only by roads which have been 
dug through it.

of St. John that the people awakened to a possi- 
ble danger to their homes by the encroachment 
of the waves of the lake.

Havoc With the Race. 


What our dentists have from time to 


time buen saying has been at last tak- 
en up by a London- doctor, namely, 
that oirr teeth are less solidly set. In 
the jaws than they should be fop, the 
reason that civilization encourages us 
to eat -soft foods. "Biting Is becoming 
a lost art," says this British doctor. 


"The surest way to save your teeth 
from extinction is to bite hard sub- 
stances. 
Growing young people of to- 


day should be given a diet of hard bis- 
cuits and chop bones." He points out 
that the jaws of today are narrower 
than those of our ancestors-—and this 
applies to America as well as to Brit- 
ain—and that unless some changes are 
made in our mode of life evolution will, 
breed a race that 'will be practically 
toothless. He gives as'the reason fpr 
the narrowing of the jaws and .that 
they- are less powerful that they are 


riot sufficiently exercised; .that we do 
not use our teeth to crunch hard .foods 
as did the -early Britishers.., He notes 
that wisdom teeth, owing to ..the gen- 
eral narrowness-of the jaws, are cut 
at all manner of times; and tells, of. a 
man'of fifty-two wlxr had just cut-a 
wisdom tooth owing to the removal of 
other molars which at last allowed it 
to show itself above the gum.

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BLOW the' bluffs which 
skirt the shore of Fort 
Sheridan military reser- 
vation the -waves of Lake 
Michigan wash over the 
site 
of a lost • town. 


"When the ."winds of a few 
•-more storms shall have 
blown to the beach two 
apple trees which have 
but a frail footing at the 


embankment's edge the last reminders of 
a once thriving and populous place will 
have been swept away. 


Almost seventy years ago the hamlet 


of St. John was founded by a. man named 
Hetliriger and a few of his followers. 
The site chosen was a commanding one 
on the bluff overlooking the lake and 
one-half mile east of the point where the north- 
western, depot at the Village of Highwood ,now 
stands. The great clay bank with the stretch of 
sand beach which shelves away to the water's edge 
at its foot looks as if it were strong enough and 
tar enough removed from the breakers to be safe 
against the angriest northeaster that ever blew. 
The men who built their houses upon the plain 
surmounting the embankment thought their foun- 
dations were as sure as though founded on the 
traditional rock, 
They did take the. precaution, 


however, to limit their building operations on the 
east by a line drawn fifty yards from the edge of 
the bluff. That line has long since been buried in 
the sand under the waves, and with It are the 
houses and the shops of the early settlers. 


In the year 1845 the Village of St. John was the 


rival of' Waukegan, which was then called Little 
Fort. Both were prosperous and both were grow- 
ing. 
Highwood tradition hath it that people pass- 


ing through the two places from Chicago declared 
that.St. John showed the ear marks of success and 
that it,was destined to be a big city. Other people 
beside the Chicagoans thought so, too, and they 
flocked to the place and built substantial houses 
and shops. Tixe two upple trees which alone re- 
main of all that pertained to the Village of St. 
John grew in toe yard of Sebastian Richards, 
whose house was farther., removed 
from 
the 


lake than any other in the village. The apple 
trees were back of the residence. Not long ago 
the foundation of bricks, which was all -that 
was left of Richard's dwelling, slid down the 
bluff into the lake during the height of a win- 
ter storm. The roots of one of the apple trees 
are even joow extending into the air through the 
side of the embankment. One good strong push 
would send It hurtling to the beach 100 feet 
below. 


Among the names of the builders of St. John 


in addition to those of Hettinger and Sebastian 
Richards, the only ones that the oldest High- 
wood inhabitants can remember, are 
Frank 


Mitch, Peter Baker and George Shepard. 
Mitch 


was a shoemaker and it is said that he is still 
following the trade in a town in the far north. 
As far as is known he is the only survivor of 
the men who founded the Village of St. John. 
In the year 1847 there were several stores, a 
blacksmith shop, a tavern and a postofflce in the 
Village of St. John, which then held a popula- 
tion of about 200 people. In that day there was 
a stage coach line between Chicago and Mil- 
waukee. 
The tavern at St. John was a relay 


| station for tho stage. 
Henry Mowers, who re- 


members the village in its latter days, says 
that the tavern was noted for its table, and its 
liquor, and that people frequently took the stage 
journey from Chicago, for the sole purpose of 
getting a good dinner and a good glass. 


It was a man who intended becoming a resi- 


dent of St. John that afterward founded the 
Village of Half Day. 
He had looked over the 


lakeside village, and then had declared that he 
would establish one that would last longer and 
had more people in it. 
The automobillsts who 


every Sunday pass through Half Day on their 
runs to Waukegan and return may look on tho 
half-dozen houses there assembled, and know 
that the man who turned his back'on, St. John 
has kept his word.. 


When the Chicago and Milwaukee railroad was 


built the surveyed, line ra~n one-half mile west 
of the Village'of St. John. 
An-adequate idea 


of the importance of a place of which now bare- 
ly a vestige remains may .be'had when it Is 
known that tho railroad authorities built a spur 
line running to the south edge of the town. 
Some of the practical residents of the place had 
discovered that an excellent quality of brick 
could be made from the clay which was found 
in a pit a short distance south of the blacksmith 
shop. As a matter of fact, the presence of this 
brickyard was one of the chief reasons that the 
branch line of the railroad was built. 
When • 


Uncle Sam accepted from the Commercial Club 
of Chicago the land to the north of the city as 
a military reservation the soldiers drew hun- 
dreds of cartloads of both good brick and broken 
brick from the site of the old brickyard and 
used the material for temporary road-making 
and for the filling in of swamp spots. The fore- 
thought of the St. John people in leaving be- 
hind them specimens of their handiwork saved 
the United States government a great many 
dollars. 


It Is possible to trace today with no difficulty 


at all the embankment upon which the branch 
line of the railroad ran to the brickyard and to 
the now lost Village of St. John. In size and 
outline it looks like a military redoubt, and it 
would perfectly answer the purpose of one. The 
embankment was leveled at its western end 
when stores were erected in the Village of High- 
wood. It starts now from a point almost direct- 
ly back of the little Methodist church, and runs 
eastward, brcien only by roads which have been 
dug through it. 


It was less than ten yiars after the founding 


of St. John that the people awakened to a possi- 
ble danger to their homes by the encroachment 
of the waves o' the lake. It Is true that they

saw year by year that the 
face of tho bluff was being 
.gradually 
worn 
away, but 


the erosion was so slow that 
they gave little heed. 
One 


night in the winter of 1852 
a storm whipped up out of 
the northeast. 
It was forty- 


eight hours before It had 
fully spent Its force. 
Be- 


fore Its assaults, the 
bluff 


gave way, tons upon tons of 
the hard clay breaking off in 
great pieces and falling to 
the beach. 
When the wind 


ceased blowing the barn of 
the dwelling nearest to the 
lake stood at the edge of the 
embankment. 
The villagers 


started to move the structure 
inland, but another storm, 
coming up suddenly, forced 
them to stop the work, and 
before it could be resumed the barn, In the shape 
of disjointed joists and broken planks, was be- 
ing tossed about by the waves. 


It was about this time that the people of St. 


John received a visitor jwho was much more 
unwelcome than the storm. 
This visitor was a 


lawyer armed with a lot! of formidable-looking 
papers. He went to the itaveru and asked that 
the elders of the village be sent for. They came. 
The lawyer told them thaj: their title to the land 
which they occupied was extremely faulty and 
that they must either pay again for the ground 
on which their homes stjood, or get out. The 
villagers made up their minds to fight the mat- 
ter out, but preliminary court proceedings showed 
them that the lawyer had fully as good a case 
as he claimed. They became disheartened, and 
when another terrific storii arose, and the black- 
smith's shop and George j Shopard's house went 
into the lake they lost all courage. 
They told 


the lawyer that the lake seemed to have a bet- 
ter claim to the land than either they or ho 
had, and that it apparently was bent on enforc- 
ing title rights. 
One by one the people of St. 


John moved away, leaving their dwelling and 
stores to the will of the |w!nd and waves. Set- 
tlements sprang up to tile south and tho west 
of the deserted village, and the people, during 
the height of winter storms, used to go to a placo 
near the bluff and watch ^or some deserted dwell- 
ing standing perilously near the edge of the 
embankment to fall with one final crash onto 
the water-swept sand below. 


Henry Mowers, an old time hunter was a vet- 


eran of the* residents near tho site of the lost 
village. Not long after the disappearance in the 
lake of the last building of tho Village of St. 
John, Mowers took a spade and walked up the 
lake shore until he carae to tho point where 
a largo part of the site of St. John had disap- 
peared beneath the waves. 
Mowers' trip was 


taken up at sunrise, a time when he was not 
likely to be Interrupted in his work. He began a 
series of mysterious diggings Just at the base of 
the mud cliff. 
He ^worked for two hours and 


then quit. He returned to his task every morn- 
Ing for a week, making several new excavationH 
a foot or two in depth each time. One morning 
the spade struck something hard, and In a min- 
ute Mowers had unearthed an Ingot of pure cop- 
per weighing eighteen pounds. This was worth 
having, but it was not what Mowers was after. 
He kept on digging for a month, and at the end 
of that time had secured gold and silver French 
and Spanish pieces in value to the amount of 
$24. 
In addition he- found some United States 


copper cents and half-cents of an early date and 
one bronze Roman coin of the period of Nero. 


Mowers kept at his work for weeks, but after 


unearthing the Roman piece he found nothing 
for a long time. 
He was about to giveup the 


work for good. 
He shouldered his spade and 


started homeward. On the sand, glistening in 
the sun at the water's edge, just as he turned 
to go for supposedly the last time, he found two 
United States silver dollars minted on one side
